to her home. 
N ear relatives followed 
her. The rem ains w ere th en lifted from 
the catafalque car and carried on the 
shoulders of tho body bearers through a 
gangw ay form ed by P resident Roose­ 
velt and th e cabinet to th e w aitin g 
hearse. 
T here the surrounding soldiers 
w ere a t present arm s and bugles sound­ 
ed tap*. 
T he president and 
cabinet 
then entered carriages. 
They w ere follow ed by th e guard of 
honor, headed by A dm iral D ew ey aud 
G eneral M iles in full uniform , aud the 
sad procession then m oved a p 
T enth 
street in in th e direction of th e coart 
house w here the body w ill lie in state. 
Soldiers all th e w ay hail to keep back 
the intense crow ds w hich thronged the 
streets. 
T he procession passed beneath 
big arches draped w ith black. 
I 
G re at dem onstrations of sorrow were 
observed all th e w ay from P ittsburg, 
especially a t A lliance, 
IR m iles from 
C anton. 
T here half-m asted flags bor­ 
dered heavily w ith black and it seemed 
as if every m an, w om an aud child was 
at the station. 
A big w hite stream er 
I IO feet w ide w as across the m ain street, 
lettered heavily upon it w ere in black: 
■ “ W e

O ur N atio n ’s 
D ead.” 
C hurch te lls w ere tolling dolorously. 
T hen cam e the last h alf h o a r's ru u into 
C anton w here the body w as received 
inter tho arm s of his ow n people.

Some of the officials of tho Boof gov­ 
ernment are hopeful that something 
v ill result from General Kitchener's 
proclamation in n gard to the burghers 
who did not surrender by Sept. 15.

German. 
A number of Germans in Johannes­ 
burg has asked the American govern­ 
ment on what terms they can acquire 
lands in the United States for settle­ 
ment.

When questions were being asked ot 
him rapidly Ozolgoaz moistened his lip* 
with his tongue and seemed to be en­ 
deavoring to maintain the appearance 
of stolid indifference.

glances, the prisoners eyes met those of 
a reporter who staired him full in the 
fare. 
In a moment the prisoner’s eye­ 
lids drop tied and he shifted uneasily. 
However, aside from theslight,evidence 
of uneasiness Qtolgosz appearance was 
that of a man shamming insanity. 
Jndgo Lewis said he might like an 
order of tho court for alienists to exam­ 
ine the prisoner as the district attorney 
had informed him that an eminent 
alienist had examined the prisoner on 
behalf of the people.

Buffalo, Sept. 18.—Leon Czolgo«7* the 
assassin of President McKinley, was ar 
reigned before Judge Emory in the 
county court late yesterday afternoon 
on the indictment of murder in the first 
degree for shooting President. McKinley 
in the Temple of Music at the Pan- 
American exposition on Sept. 6. Th4 
Stubborn prisoner refused to plead or tc 
even utter a word or sound, aud Hon. 
Loraine L. Lewis, ex-supreme justice, 
appointed counsel for tho assassin, en­ 
tered a plea of not guilty. 
The accused 
will be tried in the supremo court on 
Monday. 
When questions were being asked ct 
him rapidly Ozolgoaz moistened his lips I 
with his tongue and seemed to be en- 
deavoring to maintain the appearance 
of stolid indifference. In his roaming 
glances, the prisoners eyes met those of 
a reporter who staired him full in the 
face. 
Iu a moment the prisoner’s eye­ 
lids dronish! aud he shifted uneasily. 
However, aside from theshght.evideuoe 
of unea-iuess Czolgosz appearance was 
that of a man shamming insanity. 
Judge Lewis said he might like an 
order of the court for alienists to exam­ 
ine the prisoner as tho district attorney 
had informed him that an eminent 
alienist had examined the prisoner on 
behalf of the people. 
This gave rise to 
the belief that a special plea of insanity 
may tie entered by the counsel for the 
prisoner. 
Crowds flocked to the city hall to see 
the prisoner. The most notable incident 
of the day was the hissing of the pris­ 
oner by the crowd who surged around 
him as he was being escorted down the 
stairs, still draped in mourning garb, on 
his way back to prison.

“The terrible deed at Buffalo rudely 
breaking the ties of family and friend­ 
ship and horrifying every patriotic citi­ 
zen, crowns a most extraordinary life 
with a halo that cannot but exalt its 
victim’s place in history. 
His bravery 
during the trying ordeal, his forgiving 
spirit and his fortitude in the final 
hours give glimpses of his inner life 
which nothing less tragic could have 
revealed. 
But inexpressibly sad as is 
the death of McKinley, the illustrious 
citizen, it is the damnable murder of 
McKinley, the president, that melts 
75,000,000 hearts into one and brings a 
hush to the farm, the factory and the 
forum. 
“ Death is the inevitable incident of 
every human career. 
It despises the 
sword and shield of tuis warrior and 
laughs at the precautions suggested by 
science. 
Wealth cannot build walls 
high enough or thick enough to shut it 
out aud no house is humble enough to 
escape its visitation. 
Even love, the 
most potent force known to men, love the 
chain which links the human to the di­ 
vine, even love is powerless in its 
presence. 
Its contingency is recognized 
in the marriage vow, ‘until death us do 
part’ aud is written upon friendships 
rings. 
But the death even when pro­ 
duced by natural causes of a public ser­
